l^eatiff Gives not er zhibitlon of 
His Remarkable Vitality^ 


TRANSACTED PRIVATE BUSINESS 


Pops Had Prepared For Death and 
Two Hourt Later Got Out of Bed 
to Receive Cardinals—Constant Re- 
lapses Wearing Xlm Down. 
Romo, July 16.—Another remarkable 
rally in Pope Lieo's condition occurred 
yesterday afternoon after a morning 
Im the course of which his holiness suf- 
fered spells of delirium, and at times 
his strength sank to the lowest ebb, 
and now he lies in no worse condition 
thaa lie was on Monday evening» ex-

cept for the steady diminution of his 
strength, 
?.ionsignor Bisleti, master of 
the chamber visited the sick room just 
after midnight, and on emerging stated 
that the poi3t!ff's condition was un- 
changed. 
A little later the pope fell 
into a sleep which was fairly tran- 
quil, although the patient's respiration 
is troublesome. 


This morning the general condition)^ 
of the pope was almost unchanged. 
Periods of restlessness succeeded per- 
iods of drowsiness. 


Yesterday's rally was characteristi- 
cally opposed to every medical theory, 
and consisted in getting out of bed, on 
which two hours previously the pope 
himself had made all preparations lor 
death. 
Una^ttsfied with 
this 
exhibi- 
tion of Tltality, he transacted private 
business and received four cardinals, 
with whom he talked in an animated 
way. 
In fact. Pope Leo's record for 
yesterday, little of which appeared in 
last night's official bulletin, would be 
Incredible if it were not confirmed by 
the doctors and cardinals present in 
the sick chamber. 
None seem more 
perplexed than the doctors themselves. 
Dr. Lappoui said frankly: "I cannot 
imagine how the pope manages to keep 
alive." 


According to the physicians the pope 
may die at any moment, even in the 
midst of one of those extraordinary in- 
tervals when his mind and body pre- 
sent a comparatively 
sound 
appear- 
ance. 
All those around the 
patient 
have long since ceased to hold definite 
opinions regarding the duration of tne 
pontiff's existence. 
The Blow but pro- 
fresslve dimunltlon of the strength of 
the august patient foretells the 
ap- 
proaching end of the 
struggle 
with 
death, but the doctors will not venture 
to predict how near the end is. 
Con- 
stant 
relapses, they 
say, such 
as 
created 
alarm 
early yesteraay, are 
gradualy wearing 
down the 
pope's 
constitution, 
which 
seems 
immune 
from any specific disease. Most persons 
are inclined to the idea that Pope Leo 
may go through perhaps two or three 
repetitions of yesterday's 
ups 
and 
downs, till, as Dr, Rossoni puts It, '*hifi 
pulse stops forever." 


Three causes may accelerate tne end, 
vii,: Continued inability to take nour- 
ishment, which was exhibited yester- 
day; sudden heart failure, or the pro- 
gression of pleurlc disease. 


The latter is thought the least prob- 
able, Ab day succeeds day It becomes 
pathologicaly clearer that it is a case 
of a very old man dying because he has 
lived his allotted time. 


During the past 24' hours the pope 
lias complained of being unable 
to 
keep still and constantly asked for 
things which ho relused when brought, 
[t is often necessary to raise him, as 
bd bi^comes fatigued through' lying, 
and .a arrangement has been adjust- 
9d to the bed enabling the patient to 
be raised without being touched. Yes- 
terday tho pope complained 
particu- 
larly of a lack of air, and his' valet 
Centra had to draw back the green 
curtain cutting off that part of the 
ohamber in which the bed stands^

A little later the pope fell 
into a sleep which was fairly tran­ 
quil, although the patient’s respiration 
is troublesome. 
This morning the general condition^ 
of the pope was almost unchanged. 
Periods of restlessness succeeded per­ 
iods of drowsiness. 
Yesterday’s rally was characteristi­ 
cally opposed to every medical theory, 
and consisted in getting out of bed, on 
which two hours previously the pope 
himself had made all preparations for 
death. 
Una^ttsfied with .this exhibi­ 
tion of vitality, he transacted private 
business and received four cardinals, 
with whom he talked in an animated 
way. 
In fact^ Pope Leo’s record for 
yesterday, little of which appeared in 
last night’s official bulletin, would be 
incredible if it were not confirmed by 
the doctors and cardinals present in 
the sick chamber. 
None seem more 
perplexed than the doctors themselves. 
Dr. Lapponi said frankly: “I cannot 
imagine how the pope manages to keep 
alive.” 
According to the physicians the pope 
may die at any moment, even in the 
midst of one of those extraordinary in­ 
tervals when his mind and body pre­ 
sent a comparatively sound appear­ 
ance. 
All those around the patient 
have long since ceased to hold definite 
opinions regarding the duration of me 
pontiff’s existence. The slow but pro- 
fressive dlmunition of the strength of 
the august patient foretells the ap­ 
proaching end of the struggle with 
death, but the doctors will not venture 
to predict how near the end is. Con­ 
stant 
relapses, they 
say, such 
as 
created 
alarm 
early yesteraay, are 
gradualy wearing 
down the 
pope’s 
constitution, 
which seems 
immune 
from any specific disease. Most persons 
are inclined to the idea that Pope Leo 
may go through perhaps two or three

downs, till^ as Dr, Rossoni puts it, “his 
pulse stops forever." 
Three causes may accelerate tne end, 
viz,: Continued inability to take nour­ 
ishment, which was exhibited yester­ 
day; sudden heart failure, or the pro­ 
gression of pleurlc disease.

POWDER MILL BLOWS UP 


Three Men Kitled, Two Injured and 
Three Buildings Wrecked. 
Wilkesbarre. Pa., July 14. — Three 
men killed and two seriou.sly hurt, to­ 
gether with three buildings destroyed, 
is the result of an explosion at the 
Laflin powder Works at Laflin. The 
noise of the explosion was heard in 
Wilkesbarre, and in Pittston windows 
and dlsh<js rattled as ii an erathcjuake 
had occurred, and small buildings were 
shaken. 
The scene of the powder 
plant Is one of devastation and de­ 
struction, tho force of the explosion 
shook every bouse in the towr of 
Lallin. 
The people knew what had j 
happened and paths leading to the 
scene were soon lined with excited 
throngs hurrying to the mill. 
The dead are Alexander Moore, of 
Laflin, died in about five minutes from 
burns; Joseph Gray, of Pittston, blown 
to pieces; Arthur Gray, son of Joseph 
Gray. 
The injured are Thomas Haines, of 
Yatesville, hurt by flying timbers; Jo- 
slab Twist, of Laflin, arms and legs 
hurt by being blown againut flying 
debris. 
The men killed were in the press'" 
mill at the time of the explosion, and 
no one can tell what caused it, thougir 
there is a theory that it was caused* 
by friction from some of the machin­ 
ery. The three buildings were totally 
demolished, and the eiiglne and boiler 
rooms, situated a long distance away"^ 
from the scene of the explosion, were 
also wrecked.

HurHreds of Men Held Up Polee and 
Canvas and Prevented Many Fron^ 
Suffocating—Many Women Fainted 
and Were Rescued With Difficulty. 
Denver, Coló., July 14. — The big 
Jtent 
J^ndeavor, 
where 
the 
Chris­ 
tian Endeavor convention has been 
held for the past four days, was 
blown over, more than 8,000 people 
being in the tent at the time. 
The 
injured numbered nearly a "'core, but 
fortunately none of them wa^ serious­ 
ly hurt. Mrs. J^esaie M. Thornburgh, of 
Denver,was the most seriously injured. 
Her nose was badly gashed and she 
Buffered several scalp wounds. 
The presence of mind of A. M. Ram­ 
sey, of Chicago, who sprang to a chair 
and called to the people to hold up the 
canvas' and 
poles, undoubtedly pre~ 
veatod many from suffocating. As it 
Was, many women fainted and were ex­ 
tricated from the folds of the canvas 
with much difficulty. 
Mrs. Winifred Sleep, of Denver, who 
was in charKe of St. Mark's- hospital 
tent, seeinr* the accident at the big tent 
close by,telephoned to the electric light 
company to shut off the current. This 
prevented any damage from the live 
wires which had fallen with the tent 
poles. 
A feature, which showed the relig­ 
ious nature of the participants, was< 
Been j^hen the majority were extri­ 
cated irom the canvas folds. Led by 
an

all 
gathered 
round in the open air and an im- 
prom])tu praise service was held in 
the open air. 
The convention was in full progress 
at the time of the accident, and al­ 
though there were signs of rain and 
some wind blowing, ño trouble was 
anticipated by the management, Tho 
sides of t.he tent had been raised to 
admit air, and this enabled the wind 
to lift up the big canvas as if it were 
a balloon. The gust that turned the 
tent over came so suddenly that no 
preparation could be made to forestall 
the consequences, and when tho wind 
swept under the tent tho top puffed 
out like an immeuse sail, the smaller 
guy ropes were pulled from 
their 
places, and in a moment more theP big 
poles were drawn from the ground. 
Immediately tho 8000 occupants of 
the tent were in a panic, heightened 
J)y the screams of hundreds of wo­ 
men. 
It was then that Mr. Ramsey 
sprang to a’ chair and called loudly 
on the men to hold up the canvas and 
catch the large supporting poles as 
they fell. 
Hundreds of men sprang 
to their feet and successfully carried 
out the Chicago man’s suggestion and 
thus averted serious conseqnenceti.

Instead

lay in stock for winter. It Is folly to 
have the bees of the strong colonies 
swarm as long as there are any that 
are weak. If this is not considered the 
better mode then the strong colonies 
may be allowed to rob the weaker, in 
which case the two colonies will be- 
come as one, and both bo benefited, but 
before making new hives see that all 
the hives are full and up to the comple- 
ment, both In bees and honey, and it 
will be a saving of time and bees.

APPLE TREE BORERS. 


There are several borers of the appiè 
tree—the flat-headed, which bores un- 
der the bark and sometimes in the 
wood; the round-headed, which bores 
Into the tree, remaining In the larval 
state three years; and the twig borer, 
which enters Just above the bud. Dig 
out the borers %vlth a sharp knife, or. 
probe into the bores fcfr them with a' 
sharp-pointed wire. 
Scrub the trees, 
and apply early In June and July 
whale oil sotap (or soapsuds), with a 
little carbolic add added. 
Burn all 
twigs attacked. 
The soapsuds keeps 
the moths off. The digging out of tho 
round-headed and 
fiat-headed 
borers 
must be done effectively. The borers 
are about an inch long. A sharp wire 
kills them in the tubes made by them.

PRUNING AN ORCHARD. 
' 


I am opposed to the too common prac- 
tice of trimming trees as high as a: 
man's head, leaving tho long naked 
stem exposed to the ravages of Insects 
and the damaging influence of the sun 
and winds. 
If the tree is low and 
branching near the ground dangers 
from these difficulties are lessened. 
It 
will grow faster and stronger and bear, 
more fruit, which Is more easily gath- 
ered. If watched closely when young 
and growing, it will not be necessary 
to take off tlie young limbs. 
Occa- 
sionally clipping off the ends of the 
branches to give proper shape and re- 
moving twigs that cross or crowd 
each other is all that will be required 
for most trees. 
The 
tree 
is easily 
trained If the work Is accomplished at 
the right time. Pruning should not be 
neglected.—E. B. Jones, In American 
Agriculturist. 


WASHING 
TREES, 
Every tree in an orchard should be 
washed at least twice a year with 
strong soapsuds, but there will be no 
necessity for scraping them. The cater- 
pillars should be destroyed as soon as 
the nests are seen, which will end large 
numbers of Insects at once. 
As th« 
Insects multiply with amazing rapidity, 
the escape of a single pair means thou- 
sands next season. One of the best as^ 
sistants to the orchard Is the little 
wren. If farmers will give him* proper, 
protectloù by constructing boxes with 
entrances so small that no bird but a 
wren can enter, the sparrow will bo 
unable to drive it away. 'As the wren 
is an active and busy creature, It de- 
stroys a large number of insects la 
a very short time, and as It increase« 
rapidly under favorable circumstances, 
may be secured and Induced to remain 
in the orchard If proper facilities are 
afforded for their protection and ac- 
commodation.

sible after it runs. The boiling should 
be done as soon as possible after the 
sap is gathered. 
Shallow evaporating 
pans are preferred by the best sugar 
or syrup makers. 


When the syrup is as thick as is 
wanted 
for 
canning It should be 
strained. Some let It stand and settle, 
and then If there be any settlings turn 
off and then warm up and strain again. 
The most popular styles of packages in 
this section are for syrup tin cans that 
will shut air tight, and that hold one 
gallon; for sugar, if soft, a can that 
will hold about twenty-five pounds, 
Many make hard sugar in about five- 
pound cakes or bricks.—G. H. Hurl-

KEEP STABLES CLEAN. 
During very warm weather the accu­ 
mulation of the stable decomposes very 
quickly, and but a short time Is re­ 
quired for tlie saturated bedding and 
manure to give off odors. The gases In 
stables in summer are detrimental, 
sometimes causing injury to the eyes, 
affect the hoofs and render It difficult 
for the animals to obtain rest at night. 
The stalls should not only be cleaned 
out morning and night, but the floors 
should be bedded with sawdust or dry 
earth, with a covering of cut straw 
over the fine materials. 
The milk tester Is the best detective 
on earth for picking out the poor cows. 
Four per cent, of butter fat should be 
the minimum, and the cow whose milk 
does not reach this point has missed 
her calling and Is unworthy of a place 
in the advanced dairyman’s herd.

rule, tho canes are left 
until it becomes time to cut them.^ 
Many blackberry fields that have borne 
good crops year after year, and then 
began to fall and die out, are simply 
yielding to starvation and neglect 


APPLE TREE BORERS. 
There are several borers of the apple 
tree—the flat-headed, which bores un­ 
der the bark and sometimes in the 
wood; the round-headed, which bores 
into the tree, remaining In the larval 
state three years; and the twig borer, 
which enters Just above the bud. Dlf 
out the borers with a sharp knife, or. 
probe into the bores for them with a' 
sharp-pointed wire. 
Scrub the trees, 
and apply early In June and July, 
whale oil soap (or soapsuds), with a' 
little carbolic acid added. 
Burn all 
twigs attacked. 
The soapsuds keeps 
the moths off. The digging out of the 
round-headed and flat-headed borers 
must be done effoctively. The borers 
are about an inch long. A sliarp wire 
kills them in the tubes made by them.

PRUNING AN ORCHARD. 
I am opposed to the too common prac­ 
tice of trimming trees as high as a: 
man’s head, leaving the long naked 
stem exposed to the ravages of insects 
and the damaging influence of the sun 
and winds. 
If the tree is low and 
branching near the ground dangers 
from these difficulties are lessened. It 
will grow faster and stronger and bear, 
more fruit, w'hich Is more easily gath­ 
ered. If watclied closely when young 
and growing. It will not be necessary 
to take off tlie young limbs. 
Occa­ 
sionally clipping off tlie ends of the 
branches to give proper shape and re­ 
moving twigs that cross or crowd 
each other is all that will be required 
for most trees. 
The tree is easily 
trained If the work Is accomplished at 
the right time. Pruning should not be 
neglected.—E. B. Jones, In American 
Agriculturist. 


WASHING TREES. 
Every tree in an orchard should be 
washed at least twice a year with 
strong soapsuds, but there will be no 
necessity for scraping them. The cater* 
pillars should be destroyed as soon as 
the nests are seen, which will end large 
numbers of Insects at once. 
As the 
insects multiply with amazing rapidity, 
the escape of a single pair means thou« 
sands next season. One of the best a»« 
sistants to the orchard is the little 
wren. If farmers will give him’ proper, 
protection by constructing boxes with 
entrances so small that no bird but a 
wren can enter, the sparrow will be 
unable to drive It away. 'As the wren 
Is an active and busy creature, It de> 
stroys a large number .of Insects la 
a very short time, and as It increases 
rapidly under favorable circumstances, 
may be secured and Induced to remain 
In the orchard if proper facilities are 
afforded for their protection and ac* 
commodation.

Every sugar maker should have the 
epouts and buckets washed and scalded 
and In readiness as soon at least as 
the sap W’lll start from the trees, and 
when it will he should be able to tap 
at once, bo there many or few. The 
sap should be gathered as soon as pos­ 
sible after it runs. The boiling should 
bo done as soon as possible after the 
sap is gatliered. Shallow evaporating 
pans are preferred by the best sugar 
or syrup makers. 
When the syrup Is as thlclc as Is 
wanted 
for 
canning it should be 
strained. Some let it stand and settle, 
and then if there be any settlings turn 
off and then warm up and strain again. 
The most iiopular styles of packages In 
this section are for syrup tin cans that 
will shut air tight, and that hold one 
gallon; for sugar, if soft, a can that 
will hold about twenty-five pounds. 
Many make hard sugar in about five- 
pound cakes or bricks.—G. H. Hurl-

A device has been patented by Rob- 
ert B. Peters, of Knox, O., which is 
designed to prevent railway collisions 
and other accidents. 
It consists 0/ a 
system of electric signals by which 
a moving train sets a danger signal 
two miles behind the train. 
If a 
bridge Is burned or there is a wash- 
out, a broken rail, a turned switch or 
anything placed on the rails, or even 
the running of a handcar on the track, 
will set the signals. 
In addition there 
Is a register in the train dispatcher's 
office by which the position of every 
train on each mile of its track is regis- 
tered. 
By this Indicator the dispatch- 
er can know within a mile of any- 
where a train may be, Its character, 
and the direction in which it Is mov- 
ing.

There arc people of taste who still re- 
main ns strongly antipathetic to deckle 
edges In fine bound books as they do to 
docklc edges in tall collars, says the 
San Francisco Argonaut. 
Thoy are 
continually putting the question to 
booksellers, 
"Why 
don't 
publishers 
finish books while they are about it, 
and not leave them all ragged?" 
And 
the booksellers are continually snylng 
In weary voices — or perhaps conde- 
scondlnply—"it's the style." • The antl- 
deokle edge people have, however, at 
loflst one able champion. 
The New 
York Times says roundly thnt rough 
edegs in bound books are a nuisance, 
and it defends its characterization with 
coiiency. Originally the edges of books 
were left rough so that If rebound the 
leaves might be trimmed without mak- 
ing the page margin too narrow. 
In 
France, practically all books are Is- 
sued in paper covers and rough edges, 
and the purchaser Is supposed to have 
them bound according to his hidlvldnal 
tnste. 
In such a case the rough cdgos 
and wide margins are necessary and 
proper. 
But are thoy so where, as in 
this country, books are Issued in per- 
manent binding and arc very rarely re- 
bound? 
A rough edge is certainly a 
dust-catcher, as evei-ybody knows Avho 
hnudles such books. To cut the pages 
requires a certain amount of labor, 
which, in large libraries, can ill bo 
spared. 
If the rough edge is to make 
the reader think the paper is hand- 
made, then It is in most cases a delib- 
erate misrepresentation.

Stolen T e a m Rccovcrcd. 


The ttiam owned by Z. H. Cashmau, of 
.this place, consisting of a line gray horse 
and Dayton wagon, which was stolon 
from Mr. Cashman's stable on Tuesday 
night last was captured on Wednesday 
night, after a hard btruggle, in which the 
oillcer who secured the team was shot by 
the thief, who made his escape 


On Wednesday morning as soon as 
Mr Cashman learned of the theft he sent 
the news far and wide, thus making the 
scoundrers 
escape almost Impossible. 
That evening ho heard -that ihe team 
was seen in the vicinity of Seitzland and 
that oflicers were in pursuit. 


Thomas Marlborough, high constable 
of Delta, York county, was the plucky 
oillcer who got on the thief's t^ack and 
who followed him, recovering .the team. 


Mr. Cashman, accompanied 
by 
Ira 
Klingel left Thursday noon to recover 
and bring home tho stolen team, and ar 
rivcd here with the same about 10 o'clock 
Friday night. 


Mr. Cashman stated that 
Constable 
Thomas Marlborough, who was shot in 
the abdomen, is in serious condition. 
Constable Marlborough a n d 
William 
Barton, both of Dritti, on receiving in- 
formation that the thief with the stolen 
team was heading towards Delta, started 
out on horseback in pursuit, and caught 
up with the thief at 5 a. m. Thursday 
About 2 miles from the Conewingo bridge 
over the Susquehanna river, near Havre 
de Grace, Md 
Constable Marlborough 
hailed the man and said: "You have a 
flne horse. 
What is your business 
The thief replied that he had used the 
horse for peddling fish during the spring 
and would dispose of him, but was in a 
hurry. 
The officer said : ' 1 want you." 
The thief replied: "All right 
I can 
prove that the animal is mine." 


The constable dismounted and got into 
the wagon and they started off. ßarton 
follQwed wilh the twx^ horses. 
On arriv- 
ing at a corn fieHl a short distance ahead 
the thief, quick as a Hash jumped from 
the yehlcle and began shooting. 
The 
oillcer also jumped to the ground and 
pursued him, both shooting as they ran. 
This frightened the horse, who ran away 
with the wagon, making it necessary for 
Barton to follow and secure the team. 
The thief jumped into the corn field, and 
while the officer was mounting the fence 
in pursuit, he received a shot in the al)- 
domen. 
In the excitement, he kept af- 
ter his man until completely exhAUsteu 
from loss of blood, when his friend Bar- 
'ton, who had caui^ht and brought back 
the team, iisuibled him into the wagon, 
after which he was taken to his home in 
Delta. 
The thief made good his escape. 


Following is a description of the thief as 
given by Constable Marlborough : About 
5A feut high; middle aged; dark red 
complcxiun ; high cheek bones and sandy 
mustache. 
Wore a gray salt and pepper 
suit. 


Tlie team which was stolen about 3 
o'clock on Wednesday moining ana re- 
covered at o a, m Thursday had been 
driven a distance of GO miles. Both horse 
and wagon were in good conrtiiion when 
found, for just previous to the arrest i>nd 
escape the thief had fed and groomed the 
animal in a hay barrack on tlie farm of 
William McCoy. 


Friends of the constable and one bnah- 
er who has been in Delta a short tune on 
a visit from his home in Kentucky, are 
out scouring the country with shot guns 
und nücs in quest of the horse thief. 


A man answering the description of 
;tho thief was seen walkii^g along the 
Qarlisle pike Monday morping by differ. 
cui parties who notiiicd High Constable 
G. W. Smith, of this place. 
Smith ac- 
companied by Mr Cashmim, immediate- 
ly followed the man and arrested hin 
about l i miles beyond Hampton, and 
brought him here whore he was placed 
in the lockup. 
Beyond establishing the 
fact tliHi the man's appearance tallied 
somewhat with the description of thp 
thief, no hearing was given. 
Parties at 
Delta wo^'e notified Qf the fact, but in- 
bteiid pf the proper parties coming t^ 
idcLtify 
jConstable Kerwin of that 
place, ar;iye(J Tuesday morning and tak- 
jun the priiàon.er to Delta on tiie9;04 train 
to b,o identifi^ed or released by the injur- 
ed policeman, 
The man arrested gav0 
his name as Jixiwck Cpborn, and his homo 
as Si. Paul. Minn. 


On arrivin{i at Delta Tuesday even-

Stolen Team Recovered. 
The tiiam owned by Z. H. Cashmau, of 
flhis place, consisting of a fine gray horse 
and Dayion wagon, which was stolon 
from Mr. Cashman’s stable on Tuesday 
night last was captured on Wednesday 
night, after a hard struggle, In which the 
ofiicer who secured the team was shot by 
the thief, who made his escape 
On Wednesday morning as soon as 
Mr Cashnian learned of the theft he sent 
the news far and wide, thus making the 
scoundrel’s escape almost impossible. 
That evening ho heard .that the team 
was seen in the vicinity of Seitzland and 
that oflicors wore in pursuit. 
Thomas Marlborough, high constable 
of Delta, York county, was the plucky 
ofllcer who got on the thief’s t^ack and 
who followed him, recovering,tho team, 
Mr. Cashman, accompanied by Ira 
Klingel left Thursday noon to recover 
and bring homo tho stolen team, and ar 
rived hero with tho samo about 10 o’clock 
Friday night. 
Mr. Cashman stated that Constable 
Thomas Marlborough, who was shot In 
the abdomen, is in serious condition. 
Constable Marlborough and William 
Barton, both of Dolt^, on receiving in* 
formation that the thief with the stolen 
team was heading towards Delta, started 
out on horseback in pursuit, and caught 
up with the thief at 5 a, m. Thursday 
about 2 miles from tho Conewingo bridge 
over the Susquehanna riyer, near Havre 
do Grace, Md 
Constable Marlborough 
hailed tho man and said; *‘You have a 
fine horse. What is your business?” 
The thief replied that he had used the 
horse for peddling fish during the spring 
and would dispose of him, but was in a 
hurry. The olficer said : **I want you.” 
Tho thief replied: “All right 
I can 
prove that the animal is mine.” 
Tho constable dismounted and got into 
the wagon and they started off, Parton 
follpwed with tho twp horses. On arriv­ 
ing at a corn fie’d a short distance ahead 
the thief, quick as a flash jumped from 
tho yehicle and began shooting. The 
ofllcer also jumped to tho ground and 
pursued him, both shooting as they ran. 
This frightened the horse, who ran away 
with the wagon, making it necessary for 
Barton to follow and secure the team. 
The thief jumped into the corn field, and 
while the oflicer was mounting the fence 
in pursuit, he received a shot iu the ab* 
domen. In the excitement, he kept af­ 
ter his man until completely exh<\ustet, 
from loss of blood, when his friend Bar­ 
ton, who had caught and brought back 
the team, jisyisled him into the wagon, 
after which he was taken to his homo in 
Delta. The thief made good his escape. 
Following is a description of the thiof as 
given by Constable Marlborough: About 
5Í feut high; middle aged; dark red 
complexion j high cheek bones and sandy 
mustache. 
Wore a gray salt and pepper 
suit, 
Tiie team which was stolon about 2 
o’clock on Wednesday moining ana re­ 
covered at o a, m Thursday had been 
driven a distance of GO miles. Both horse 
and w^agon were in good condiiion when 
found, for just previous to the arrest i>nd 
escape the thief had fed and gropmed the 
animal in a hay barrack on tlie farm of 
William McCoy. 
Friends of the constable and one briith- 
er who has been in Delta a short time on 
a visit from his home in Kentucky, are 
out scouring the country with shot guns 
and rifles in quest of the horse thiof. 
A man answering tho description of 
,tho thief was seen walkii^g along the 
Carlisle pike Alonday morping by differ« 
ent parlies who notified High Constable 
G. W. Smith, of this place. Smith aC‘ 
companied by Mr Cashman, immediate­ 
ly followed the man and arrested hin 
about 1^ miles beyond Hampton, and 
brought him hero where he was placed 
in the Jockup. Beyond establishing the 
fact tliHi the man’s appearance tallied 
somewhat with tho description of thp 
thief, no hearing was given. Parties at 
Delta we;*e notified pf the fact, but in- 
btead pf the proper parties coming t^) 
identify 
jConstable Kerwin of that 
place, ar/’iyecj Tuesday morning and tak- 
S)i\ the prison.er to Delta on the9;04 train 
to b^o identifi^ed or released by the injur- 
#d policeman, The man arrested gav0 
his name as Jame^ Cpborn, and his homo 
as Si. Paul. Minn, 
On arriving at Delta Tuesday oven* 
jug, ^h« piiso;ior wae taken before the 
injured polic,eman apd proyed not to 
be thjü guilty j^arty, and wjis released,

America the Cradle of Asia. 
By Prof. Stewari Culin. 
UR idea that America is a new world, not only from the view* 
point of European discovery, but .Tctually, so far as concerns 
its inhabitants and their civilization, is one that has been 
accepted almost without question. 
It Is, Indeed, a funda­ 
mental notion, having Ijack of it all tlic impetus of religious 
sentiment and historic tradition. Almost from the period of 
discovery, learned writers have endeavored to confirm tho 
theory of an Asiatic immigration, adducing the resemblance 
of the arts, religions, and symbolism, and the supposed iden­ 
tities of the language and physical types of the Indians with those of the in* 
habitants of Asia. 
Preoccupied with the notion that America Is the new world, they have 
seemingly lost sight ot the fact that these resemblances clïer quite as good 
proof of American intercourse with Asia as they do of an Asiatic invasion of 
our continent. 
In supporting the latter view tho writer is aware that it premises the same, 
if not a higher, antiquity for man on the American continent as is revealed by 
the most remote historical perspective of Egypt or Babylon; that he is called 
u^jon to establish the American origin of the particular things to which he re­ 
fers, their birth and subsequent development in America, and furthermore to 
demonstrate the probability of their transfer from America to other civiliza­ 
tions. 
The games of the Eastern continent—and I> speak now not so mtich of the 
present day, but from what we know of the remote past—are not only similar 
to, but practically identical with, those of America, and are not only alike in 
externals, but. If we may so apply the word, in their morphology as well. 
And, it may be added, they extend over into Asia from America as expressions 
of the same underlying culture. They belong to the same culture. 
Man eveidently wandered far and wide over the world before history be­ 
gan. Shall we, with our American explanations in mind—and they hold good 
not alone for games, which are but the “stalking-horse” of the student—shall 
we not assent to the claim that ancient America may have contributed, to an 
extent usually unimagined, her share of wbat Is now the world's civilization?

Whither Are We Bound? 
By Garrett P. Servlss. 
N importance which relatively few iKjrsons are aware of at­ 
taches to the expedition which has Just gone to Chile from the 
Lick Observatory In California. 
Its object is to find out 
whither we are oil bound. 
Everybody bas beard that the Solar System Is flying swiftly 
toward the south. It is a plunging flight that carries us more 
than 43,000 miles straight through the ether every hour of the 
day and night. It is a motion that has nothing to do with the 
earth’s annual revolution about the sun, except as it prevents 
that revolution from carrying the earth back turn and turn to the same spot 
in space. 
In truth, we never get back to the same place. Every new year comes In 
with the globe at a point more tlian 300,000,000 miles nearer to a very bright 
northern star, named Vega, than it was a j'ear earlier. As far as- the evidence 
now in hand goes, the flight of the sun toward the north is as straight as that 
of an arrow, but the path described by tho earth, since It is compelled all tho 
while to circle round and round the flying sun, is a great spiral. 
And thus we sweep onward, moving continually info new regions, running 
through what perils nobody can guess—perhaps none at all—and impelled by a 
force as mysterious as that which drew the unfortunate ship in the Arablau 
Kights to .be wrecked on the Mountain of Adamant. 
It is this strange voyage of the sun and its worlds through the uncsplored 
ocean of immensity that the Californian astronomers have gone to South 
Amei’tca to investigate. 
The only way in which we become aware of the great flight of the Solar 
System Is by Avatching the counter motions of the stars. We are like peoiJle 
on the deck of a ship moving swiftly through a crowded harbor. The direction 
and velocity of our motion are indicated by the changes in the apparent posi­ 
tions of the other craft and the shores around us. Ships ahead of us, which 
we are overhauling, loom continually larger; those behind, which we are leav 
Ing, dwindle in the distance. 
This does not quite apply In the case of the stars, because they are almost 
Infinitely far awaj% and the change in their brightness resulting froiii our 
approach to those in the north, and our retreat from those in the south, is too 
slight to be noticed even from year to year. But, luckily, the waves of light 
do the work for us. The light of the stars, toward which we are going has 
Its undulations practically shortened by our swift approach, and the light of 
those which we aro leaving behind has its undulations px-actlcally lengthened, 
and the sjjectroscope not only detects these changes in tJie llght-waves, but 
enables us by their means to measure the rate of our motion, and also to 
deduce its exact direction. 
The problem is complicated by the fact that the stars also aro in motion, 
like the sun, going In various directions, and with various speed, but that 1» 
a detail with Avhich astronomers can deal. 
Kow, the precise object of the expedition to Chile is to examine the light of 
the southern stars from which we are flying away. They have been much 
less studied than have the northern stars, to Avhlch wo are drawing nearer. 
It is as if the people on the bow of a ship, after watching for a long time the 
effects of their approach to objects ahead, should visit the stern iu order to 
note the recession of objects behind. 
'Through a combination of such ob­ 
servations the speed and direction of the ship’s motion could be deduced. 
But there ere ma^-y other absorbingly interesting questions relating to the 
organization of the universe, and our place and rank in it, which will be 
brought nearer to solution by the success of the exploration of the soutliern 
heavens now beginning.

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LIGHT AND VENTILATION. 
In general the sick room should be
